Persons found to be in violation of this regulation are subject 
to a civil penalty under provisions of the Federal Aviation Act 
of 1958. 

The result of the aforementioned investigation has found that 
you were in violation of the cited regulation. We do not feel 
that the imposition of a civil penalty should be made at this 
time. You may consider this mater closed by the issuance of 
this Warning Letter. This incident has been made a matter of 
official record and repetition could result in the assessment 
of a civil penalty and/or criminal prosecution.
